Officials Consider Sewer Items

After an extended delay, Lawrence and Andover munici- 
pal officials sat down Friday to talk about mutual sewer 
interests. 

For one thing, they broached the subject of a settlement 
to compensate for the fact that 22 South Lawrence tax- 
payers are tied into the Andover sewerage system and 
that four Andover homeowners are serviced by Lawrence 
lines. 

To the question of ‘‘How much?’ Manager Richard 
Bowen replied that Andover would be much more interested 
in enlarging the reciprocal arrangement than in a dollar for 
dollar solution. Can Lawrence, for example, permit some 
of our West Andover residents to tie into the same 
Lawrence line that serves the new Greater Lawrence 
Regional Vocational Technical High School, located just 
inside the Andover line? 

This was discussed at the time the Voke school sewer 
line was laid, and dismissed. It may yet be a technical 
impossibility, the capacity of a pumping station being the 
major factor. 

But at least Mayor Buckley has promised to give the 
question solid consideration and come up with a firm 
policy decision which can become a base for Andover 
sewerage plans in this border area. 

We think what Manager Bowen has proposed in the way 
of neighborly cooperation opens the door for broader 
mutual interest discussions of long range water and sewer 
problems that cannot be forever postponed, 

The state has been pressing communities which dump 
into the Merrimack for sewerage solutions that would 
curb pollution. A $21 million regional filtration plant has 
been recommended as just such a solution for Lawrence, 
Andover, North Andover and Methuen and preliminary 
plans for the cooperative venture have been outlined. 

The next step is a four-community meeting preparatory 
to forming a regional authority, seeking the necessary 
legislation and the local referendums that it will take to 
push the project through. Hanging over our collective 
heads is the already threatened possibility that the Fed- 
eral government may come in and force the issue if the 
Commonwealth cannot hurry up community support forwhat 
has become a national waterways clean-up campaign. 

Andover has good reason to care about what happens to 
pollution abatement plans for the Merrimack. For one 
thing, it will cost the town an estimated 30 percent less 
to work through a regional authority than to take a local 
approach. For another thing, our growth patterns indicate 
that within 10 years we will be drinking from the Merri- 
mack, where we and our neighbors now dump RAW 
sewerage, 

We can hope that the aura of cooperation that prevailed 
at Friday’s discussion of a relatively minor set of 
problems can be nurtured to speed action on, first of all, 
the formation of a regional sewerage authority. 

It’s going to be a costly business, but it’s no use

School Office Site 
Committee’s Option 


Legally, the location of school 
administrative offices is the jur- 
isdiction of the School Commit- 
tee, 

This is the ruling of Town Cou- 
sel Frederic S, O’Brien whose 
opinion was sought some weeks 
ago by the Board of Selectmen 
and Manager Richard J, Bowen, 

The question grew out of ear~ 
lier talk of the possibility that 
new school offices, already under 
discussion, might be located in 
the new town hall at a savings 
to the taxpayer, The School Com- 
mittee has rejected this sug- 
gestion, 4-1, 

(At least one member of the 
majority on this question has in- 
dicated since that the vote would 
have been different had the exact 
intent of the motion been clear.) 

O’Brien said in his ruling, given 
to the Board Monday, that through 
he could find no clear cut state- 
ment in the town charter that the 
School Committee has the power 
to provide housing for the school 
administration, he nevertheless 
feels such power is inherent in 
{ts general control of school pro- 
perty. 

In a summation, the legal coun- 
sel said; **In my opinion, the town 
has the duty of providing the 
quarters, but the School Committee 
may determine where the quarters 
will be situated within school pro- 


perty.””
